They 
are the books suggestion, inspiration; the books that 
manage convey magic phrase potent idea that 
can carry with into our study books and our teach- 
ing books and the light find our work more fas- 
cinating and more fruitful. They are not perhaps the 
great books the subject—like the “Ars Poetica” 
Horace Burke’s essay “On the Sublime and Beautiful,” 
Cardinal Newman’s masterly utterance literature. 
They are mainly relatively recent books, mostly the work 
enthusiastic middlemen but they are books that have 
proved helpful some teachers know and will doubt- 
less welcomed other teachers. 

“Representative Essays the Theory Style,” 
chosen and edited William Brewster (The Mac- 
millan Company, 1905), presents convenient form some 
the best things written about the art writing the 
leading English prose writers. find Professor 
Brewster’s volume the representative dicta such men 
Cardinal Newman, Thomas DeQuincy, Walter Patere, 
Robert Louis Stevenson and Frederic Harrison; have 
also the stimulating essay “The Philosophy Style” 
written Herbert Spencer well three thought- 
provoking essays that very remarkable and now almost 
forgotten critic, George Henry Lewes. The introduction 
offers synthetic study the subject style and in- 
cludes classification that every teacher will find illum- 
inating. 

“On the Art Writing,” Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch 
(G. Putnam’s Sons, 1916), merits more than passing 
attention. Its author knows the art writing from dual 
viewpoint, for besides being fairly eminent craftsman 
likewise instructor Cambridge University. The 
book consists twelve lectures delivered Cambridge 
men and they are very good lectures, even when bereft 
spoken interpretation and the inspiration that audi- 
ence, especially undergraduate audience, affords. Sir 
Arthur boasts training the new “scientific” pedagogy 
and has naught say about motivation and the like and 
seems decidedly averse giving tables statistics; but 
talks right out with the urbanity and charm and wealth 
allusion well-read, active-minded scholar such 
topics Practice Writing,” “The Difference Be- 
tween Verse and Prose,” and “The Lineage English 
Literature.” has, too, lecture style which merits 
inclusion Professor Brewster’s volume. Were asked

Education,” Charles Mills Gayley (Double- 
day, Page Company, 1910), while not dealing specifically 
with the teaching English, little book which every 
teacher literature and composition can read with pleas- 
ure and profit. Professor Gayley, who head the 
English Department the University California, the 
master style once scholarly, graceful and piquaint; 
and has something say. generous with meaty 
quotations and original comments caustic, but not em- 
bittered and though hurls stones idols, rever- 
ences worthy ideals. Many who teach English find 
times that are trying make bricks without straw. 
Professor Gayley will show the folly our ways 
and incidentally direct the most reliable straw mar- 
kets. aims high, course; but that something 
which all should do. 

“The Teaching English the Elementary and the 
Secondary School,” George Carpenter, Franklin 
Baker and Fred Scott (Longmans, Green and Com- 
pany, 1904), more pedestrian volume, but is, 
think, without serious competitor its chosen field. 
The authors seek merely present inductive study 
the status English teaching, “to avoid eccentric, dog- 
matic and personal opinions, and present the subject 
many its important aspects possible.” The 
book has two main divisions, one concerned with history 
and method, the other with the teacher and his training. 
gives excellent and comprehensive view the entire 
field English teaching, not overlooking such practical 
aspects essay-correcting and the teaching spelling. 
Professor Scott’s discussion the teacher English 
refreshing its sanity and balance. recognizes the 
need both talent and training; and his insistence 
the former takes occasion say the following 
impressive words: 

“The teacher who has not passion and aptitude 
for imparting instruction English, who does not feel 
that the great thing life live for, and thing, 
necessary, die for, who does not realize every 
moment his classroom work that performing the 
special function for which was foreordained from the 
foundation the world,—such teacher cannot profit 
greatly any course training, however ingeniously 
devised however thoroughly applied.” 

The bibliographies, considering the date publication 
the book, are complete and well made. 

“The Aims Literary Study,” Hiram Corson (The 
Macmillan Company, 1895), book that age cannot 
wither custom stale. The veteran Professor Eng- 
lish Cornell here emphasizes the vital aspect literary 
study, aspect that both college and high school 
too frequently overlooked. all like come into con- 
tact with teacher assured scholarship and recognized 
prestige, man who knows books and life, breaker 
true literary bread. Such man speaks this 
little book. 

“The Teaching English the Elementary and the 
Secondary School,” Percival Chubb (The Macmillan 
Company, 1903), replete with valuable suggestions 
the inexperienced teacher. Like all other books the 
sort, this volume not accepted court last 
appeal the pronouncement infallible literary 
pope; rightly read and judiciously pondered cannot but 
prove considerable assistance the tyro who isn’t cer- 
tain where the emphasis should placed teach- 
ing English. The author “has conceived the duty and 
privilege the teacher English that teaching 
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not only for its linguistic values, for the making in- 
telligent readers and capable writers and speakers; but 
for its large cultural values, and, above all, for its char- 
acter values,—for the spiritual enlargement, clarification 
and discipline young hearts and minds and wills, which 
are touched finer issues its potent ministry.” 


“Methods and Aims the Study Literature,” 
Lane Cooper (Ginn and Company, 1915), wholesome 
and original treatment widely discussed subject. 
Professor Cooper simply gathers together authentic 
documents bearing the methods study and compo- 
sition adopted representative students and writers and 
presents them compactly arranged. The possessor 
this book can readily learn something the theories 
artists like Sir Joshua Reynolds and Leonardo 
Vincin, scientists like Louis Agassiz, critics like 
August Boeckh and Kenyon Cox, poets like Dante 
and Wordsworth, essayists like Newman and Coleridge, 
novelists like Balzac and Manzoni. The compiler 
speaks nothing himself and for himself. contents 
himself with presenting the methods followed many 
eminent men, and the result splendid collection 
material upon which the student may exercise his powers 
analysis and classification. 


“Teacher and Student,” Lane Cooper (School and 
Society, New York, for July 27, 1918) pungent plea 
for scholarship which the author, somewhat the 
spirit Professor Gayley’s “Idols Education,” pays his 
respects sophists old and new. The dabbler can expect 
mercy Professor Cooper’s hands, and teacher can 
entertain admiration for the dilettante spirit literature 
after reading this adroit indictment three modern 
educational sophists—Matthew Arnold, Charles Eliot, 
and Mr. Abraham Flexner. The destructive element pre- 
ponderate the essay; but the conclusion strikes vig- 
orously constructive note. Here Professor Cooper’s ad- 
vice the reading favorite poet: 

“Chose him with care, you would husband 


wife. Read every word ever published, and the 
same time examine some one his poems, were 
with microscope. Ask yourself ten thousand questions 
about it; delay the process answering, and collect evi- 
dence that may settle them. Enter into your poet’s life, 
and make his friends your friends. Read what read, 
for thus you will give yourself the education poet— 
bad thing for teacher literature. Work 
into your author deeply, and work out again from him 
every direction, until you live his life lived 
his age. re-live the life Wordsworth Milton 
prophylactic against sophistry.” 


“The Rudiments Crticism,” Greening Lam- 
born (Oxford University Press, 1918), the practical 
work practical teacher—practical the sense 
being vital, helpful, cultural. _“I began the book,” the 
author tells us, “with thought publication, but simply 
with the idea setting down, for the use staff and 
the young teachers whose practice supervise, some 
record methods had found useful own lessons, 
and some suggestions and conclusions drawn from 
experience teacher and student literature.” This 
man real student literature and real teacher 
composition. sometimes seems lay undue stress 
the form poetry distinguished from the matter 
doubtless due his desire offset the bad effects 
annotated editions the poets which make dates and 
names and facts the engrossing subject literary study. 
Like good teacher, Mr. Lamborn appends specimens 
metrical compositions actually.written his pupils 
the light the principles laid down the book. This 
truly small volume but emphatically great book. 


“What English?” Ward (Scott, Foresman 
and Company, 1917), bears the provocative sub-title, 
Book Strategy for Teachers.” The “strategy” has its 
objective get the teacher English down earth. 
Many claims the author, have been “dilettan- 
teish, amateurish, ignortant fact and scornful sys- 
tem.” Mr. Ward, with the intense earnestness and di- 
rection man with big idea and sense humor, 
proceeds stake out the literary claim construct and 
set his mining machineery and show miners how 
but knows his business.

The success the sixteenth annual meeting the 
Catholic Educational Association held St. Louis, June 
23-26, emphasied the importance the good work done 
this association. 

Those devoted men and women whose lives are con- 
secrated the cause Christian education find these 
sessions excellent opportunity for exchanging thoughts 
matters great value the education the young 
and thus solve problems which are really common all; 
how success has been gained some, and also, that 
some have failed and why. 


Preliminary Meeting Monday. 


The Executive Board held its regular annual meeting, 
and there were also preliminary meetings the opening 
day the Advisory Committee, and the executive 
committees different departments. informal recep- 
tion the evening St. Louis University, held under 
the auspices Archbishop John Glennon and the 
local committee, was addressed Msgr. Connolly, 
Vicar General the Archdiocese St. Louis. Rev. 
Otting, J., president the university, extended the 
greetings the local Catholic educators, and represen- 
tative Mayor Kiel, offered the felicitations the mu- 
nicipality. 

Opening Mass—Archbishop Glennon’s Sermon. 


More than 1,000 Catholic educators attended the open- 
ing mass the convention, which took place 9:30 
Tuesday morning the new St. Louis Cathedral, where 
solemn pontifical mass was celebrated Rt. Rev. 
Thomas Shahan, president the Catholic University 
America. John Glennon assisted full 
canonicals and delivered the sermon. The Most Rev. 
Archbishop sounded the keynote the convention—co- 
operation building the men and women 
country war and peace and firm stand against State 
monopoly and Federal control the facilities educa- 
tion. 

The formal opening the convention proper, which 
convened the Cathedral auditorium and 
was attended over 1,500 delegates, was addressed 
Bishop Shahan, president general the association. 
flayed the modern materialistic philosophy present-day 
education. 

declared that education based such systems 
philosophy had brought Europe into ruins, and helpless- 
ness and misery upon its people, from which would 
not recoveer for least century come. paid 
high compliment Catholic teachers when declared 
that “the whole force Catholic education lies the 
men and women who make the teaching force.” 

“It not much the force the intellect, but the 
power the example that counts,” said. “It 
Christian moral example and Catholic spirituality that 
must eventually relied upon counteract the effect 
materialistic philosophy.” 


Cardinal O’Connell’s Paper Read Tuesday. 


The climax Tuesday’s sessions came with the reading 
paper “The Reasonable Limits State Activity,” 
written Cardinal O’Connell Boston, and read 
Rev. Peterson St. John’s Ecclesiastical Seminary 
Boston. 

his paper, Cardinal O’Connell predicted that the 
present tendency centralization matters govern- 
ment, under which said the United States was labor- 
ing, would enthrone the pagan idea “that the state 
god, and for the individual exists.” 

declared that the Constitution the United States 
was drawn upon the principle that the state was the ser- 
vant and not the master, and deprecated what charac- 
terized the drift the country toward absolutism. 

“In the matter education, particularly,” the Cardinal 
said, “we are patterning after the German idea, pro- 
gram which being marked out American educators 
who received their training German universities.” 

The Cardinal declared that state monopoly education 
had made Prussia what is, was, and attacked, con- 
cluding, the constitutionality government-controlled 
education the same ground that religious freedom 
safeguarded the children the United States. 

“While the state has the right and the duty educating 
its children, when their education and themselves are be- 
ing neglected their parents, was his conclusion, the 
but supplementary one and means either 
monopoly nor parental nor potential right such 
belonged parents alone,” concluded. 
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Status the Association Excellent. 


The principal business transacted the initial session 
Tuesday was the acceptance the treasurer-gener- 
al’s report, which showed that last year’s expenses the 
association aggregated $4,900, and that balance $3,- 
746.20 was the treasury. The report the secretary- 
general also adopted, showed there were 300 new mem- 
bers added during the past year. 

Telegrams congratulation were sent Pope Bene- 
dict, Cardinal Gibbons, Cardinal O’Connell, Archbishop 
Hanna San Francisco, and Bishop O’Connell Rich- 
mond, Va., the first president association. 

Departmental Meetings Held Tuesday Atternoon. 

Tuesday afternoon was given sectional confer- 
ences the college, seminary, parochial and secondary 
school departments, and the deafmute and negro sections 
—the eight departments into which the association 
divided. 

Tuesday evening general session was held 
Louis University, when the Rev. Henry Spalding, J., 
professor pedagogy Xavier’s College, Cincinnati, 
spoke “Readjustment the Time Element Educa- 
tion.”

Augustine Hickey Boston, Mass., superinten- 
dent diocesan schools, which there are 1,400 teachers, 
said that the morale, spirit, the school the main 
thing. deplored the fear felt many teachers who 
dread visit from the superintendent. much ought not 
made these visits, thought.

Father MacEachen gave particulars the 
different forms which the catechism takes among varying 
pecples. Ten different “definitions” “God” were told 
him, but all reverent and all embodying some descrip- 
tion the divine qualities, but not identical any 
means. The aim the present pope unify these cate- 
chisms every land was told of. 

this connection Lavery Holy Rosary 
Church, St. Louis, made comment the open discussion 
which was quoted during the afternoon. Father 
plea was that the child receives “infused knowledge” after 
receiving first communion. commended 
scrutiny the early Christians, which were “of the sim- 
plest character.”

States Bureau of Education, Department 
the Interior. Registrations have been 
made the rate about 150 per day 
since January 1, 1919. 


Famous old St. Joseph’s College in 
Bardstown, Ky., celebrated the hun- 
dredth anniversary of its founding at its 
commencement exercises.

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TEACHING BEGINNERS READ 


Lewis, Author Lewis Story Method Teaching Reading and Spelling 


One the best authorities America upon this subject 
James Hughes, former Inspector Schools, Toronto, 
Canada. says: “The best reader the man who can most 
rapidly, most comprehensively, and most definitely get 
thought from visible language.”

Upon entering school many children have such broad ex- 
periences and such command oral English that they are 
able listen with pleasure and intelligence stories read 
told from first, second, third, fourth, and even fifth grade 
books. This vocabulary has been acquired thru the ear, 
and when made appeal the ear perfectly familiar 
the child. When the teacher reads the child, she simply 
interprets the sound values the letters and expresses these 
articulate words already familiar the child thru his 
ears. She pronounces the words and thus interprets the 
strange visible language into the familiar audible language. 
the child can taught recognize the sound values 
all letters and combinations letters, can act his own 
interpreter. the printed written language will recog- 
nize the already familiar oral language and will recon- 
struct the same either mentally audibly and get the 
thought. 

method teaching reading can accepted satis- 
factory unless surely, systematically and rapidly develops 
the power automatic word recognition. 

Some teachers have attempted develop this ability 
means system diacritical marks, such are used 
the dictionaries and school readers. All these systems are 
They require too much memory work and give too 
little return for the time and energy spent. These marks 
never occur newspapers, magazines, books, excépt 
dictionaries, histories, and geographies, and even then they 
occur only keys. 

Some teachers seem think the Object-Word Method 
the only correct method, while others favor the Picture- 
Word Method, the Action-Word Method, the Word 
and still others favor the Thought Sentence 

ethod. 


The Object-Word Method, the Picture-Word Method, and 
the Action-Word Method have their advantages the de- 
velopment new vocabulary, and when this necessary 
they must form part any satisfactory method. But 
teaching the beginner read should confine our efforts 
those words with which already familiar. Hence the 
peculiar advantages offered these methods apply those 
who speak foreign language not possess oral 
English vocabulary. 


The advocates the Thought Sentence Method say that 
since the child must eventually express his thoughts com- 
plete sentences the Thought Sentence Method the only 
logical one. They say that the sentence the smallest whole 
unit with which the reading should begun. They insist 
that the only correct way gain knowledge words 
analyze the sentence, and the only correct way gain 
knowledge letters their sounds analyze the words 
into their sounds. 


Those teachers who decry everything but the Sentence 
Method seem forget the steps which the child develops 


his oral language. Few children ever learn walk without 
first crawling. the same way the child begins with in- 
articulate grunts, and gradually develops words, then phrases, 
and finally sentences. 


The advocates the Sentence Method argue that because 
the child recognizes the object horse, the object house 
whole should the same with sentences. They 
forget that there analogy these processes. The out- 
line horse stands out such strong contrast the out- 
line house that not necessary for the child get 
exact impression any the essential details either 
enable him differentiate between these objects. But what 
must the child who differentiates between the words 
horse and house? 


The child should taught read complete sentences just 
soon ready read. But the first sentences should 
involve more details than the child able visualize 
get definite picture of, and before permitted read 
graded exercises the teacher should develop him the ability 
get perfect image words, phrases, and sentences, and 
she should develop him the power automatic word rec- 
ognition. Then will ready read, and will take 
pleasure doing his own reading. 


Hughes says: “The best method teaching wofd recogni- 
tion the one which most easily, most quickly, and most 
thoroly makes the child acquainted with word sounds 
the same time fulfills the fundamentally essential condi- 
tions the self-activity the child, problem finding and 
problem solving, the child, the preservation and develop- 
ment the child’s interest, and repetition the process 
which words are recognized, and not the repetition mere 
word forms memorized word forms. 


The method that most completely fulfills all these require- 
ments the Lewis Story Method. Not only does surely, 
systematically, and rapidly develop the power automatic 
word recognition, but develops the child the power and 
the habit intense concentration, close application, 
careful observation and consecutive thinking. enables him 
grasp words, phrases and sentences readily that sees 
even larger units than the sentences. learns see the 
plot the whole story.

Gilbert Pearson Audubon Leaflet 


With the approach winter, the country loses its charm 
for many persons. The green the field and the riotous 
verdure the woods are gone, and the brown expanses 
dead grass and weeds are relieved only the naked black- 
ness the forest trees. This, however, splendid time 
a-field look for birds. the wild life less abundant 
now, even more sparse the human life, and you will 
have the country more yourself. 


WINTER 


One the birds very sure seen and heard walk 


The Crow 


the Crow, for many his race spurn the popular bird- 
movement southward the autumn when the North begins 
freeze. like him best this time the year. There 
young corn for him pull now, nests pilfer, 
and young chickens steal. has few places where 
can hide, and his black shape looms sharp against the snow- 
clad hills. see him sometimes January come down 
Now and then see him strike into the water with his 
beak, fly short distance rock exposed gravel-bar, 
where things that die and float the river become stranded: 
Once surprised him the woods, where had attacked 
old, rotten pine stump. had torn half pieces and 
the fragments lay scattered the snow. Perhaps was 
seeking certain insects taking their long winter sleep, 
may have been after beetles. fathom the mind Crow 
takes not only persistent effort but considerable imagination. 


GREAT ROOSTS 


this season Crows are highly gregraious creatures; 
especially night, when they sometimes collect hundreds 
thousands some favorite grove. Some years ago there 
was such roost near the town Greensboro, 
was resorted for several years succession, and was 
source end wonder the people the surrounding 
country. The roost occupied several acres grove 
second-growth yellow pine trees. o’clock the after- 
noon the birds would begin arrive, and from then until 
dark thousands would come from all directions. Singly, 
twos and threes, companies ten, twenty, hundred, 


they would appear, flying high over the forest trees, driving 
straight across the country, pointing their line flight 
direct only crow can fly their nightly rendezvous, 
Early the morning they were astir, and the day was 
bright would not long until all had departed, winging 
their way over the fields and woodlands widely scattered 
feeding-grounds. 

Often watched them come and go, and one night walked 
beneath the sleeping hosts and shouted aloud them; but 
they did not heed presence, nor was ever able arrive 
any reasonable explanation for their nightly 
Surely they did not gather thus, some writers have sug- 
gested, purely because impulse for sociability and for 
love their kind, for saw them quarreling among them- 
selves many occasions. 

KILLING COMRADE 

Especially recall one evening when, watched them 
coming roost, became conscious unusual commo- 
tion among flock eight. One evidently was great dis- 
favor with the others, for, with angry and excited cawings, 
they were striking him most unfriendly manner. The 
strength the persecuted bird was all but spent when first 
sighted them, and when, perhaps two minutes later, the flee- 
ing one sustained particularly vicious onslaught, began 
fall. did not descend gradually, like bird injured while 
the wing, but plunged downward like falling rock 
hundred feet more into the top large pine tree, and, 
bounding from limb limb, struck the ground but few 

ead. 

When the pursuers saw their victim fall their caws ab- 
ruptly ceased, the birds were shocked what they had 
done; and, turning, they departed silently and swiftly, all 
different directions. wonder they were executioners per- 
forming duty for the good the clan? Perhaps they were 
only thugs, sandbagging quiet and respectable citizen 
his way home! 

Birds are particularly subject disease winter, and 
many perish from affections the throat and lungs. Crows 
are attacked times malady called roup, and hundreds 
the bodies those that have died from may some- 
times found the ground beneath roost. Wild birds 
have doctor, who can come the first signs 
epidemic and vaccinate them against its ravages. 


NESTS AND EGGS 

Crows are among the earliest birds spring build their 
nests, and usually freshly laid eggs may found during the 
first half April. These eggs are bluish green, thickly 
marked with various shades brown, that they blend 
admirably with the canopy green pine-needles among 
which the nest often placed. climb Crow’s nest 
often quite undertaking. Sometimes, true, the 
situation may only thirty forty feet from the ground, 
but recall once climbing Crow’s nest Florida, which, 
actual measurement with cord, was ninety-one feet 
the air. The nests are heavy, compact structures, made 
sticks and twigs, and lined with grapevine-bark, grass, and 
sometimes with moss. The old birds are usually very quiet 
when the immediate neighborhood their nest, and 
frequently the only evidence one will have the fact that 
they are near him seeing Crow fly swiftly and noise- 
lessly away among the tree tops. 


HIS FOES 


For hundreds years farmers have regarded the Crow 
one their most annoying enemies. This chiefly because 
the Crows dearly love pull corn shortly after has 
sprouted. They this get the grain seed corn, which 
has become softened contact with the soft earth. Then, 
too, the grain begins germinate, the starch contains 
turns sugar, and thus there made dainty tidbit which 
quite the liking hungry Crow. Very naturally, 
therefore, the farmer seeks rid the neighborhood these 
black-feathered visitors. Time and again takes his gun 
and sallies forth; but sooner does enter the field where 
the birds are feeding than old Crow, which has estab- 
lished himself sentinel some tree fence-stake, 
gives warning “caw” that all his friends understand, and 
moment the entire flock takes flight the nearest 
woods, where they calmly await the departure their dis- 
turber. 
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SMARTNESS 


Now and then the farmer his boy, hiding among the 
trees along fence, succeeds shooting Crow. When 
this accomplished, the bird’s body often tied pole, 
which then set the field warning the bird’s 
fellows the fate that awaits them they persist return- 
ing. chorus jeering “caws” often the only answer 
the farmer gets for his trouble, for let one ever forget 
that the Crow about the smartest bird which have 
any knowledge. were not bird most unusual wis- 
dom, his race would long since have passed away.

Sumac-berries 
different kinds are eaten. fact, the Crow will sample 
almost anything that looks might good con- 
sume, such frozen apples, pumpkins, turnips, potatoes, 
any other fruit vegetable that may discarded and left 


lie the orchard field. cold, snowy weather, food 
sometimes becomes very scarce. such occasions Crows 
will feast any dead animal found, such horse 
They sometimes down the shore and hunt 
for clams, crayfish, and the bodies dead fish that have 
washed ashore.

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UNUSUAL SCHOOL 


Chamberlin, Member the Board Directors the National Security League 


(Last December the National Security League, co-operation 
with the .local school authorities, secured the establishment, at the 
Oliver School, Lawrence, Mass., Experimental School citi- 
zenship teaching. The underlying idea, as formulated by Dr. R. M. 
McElroy, the League’s Educational Director, was to try out, thru 
educational experiment on laboratory Principles, various methods in 
the teaching of civics and citizenship in elementary schools, in order 
to obtain a standard plan for circulation thruout the schools of 
the country. The following is an account by Mr. H. H. Chamberlin, 
of Worcester, Mass., of a recent visit by him to the Oliver Experi- 
mental School.) 


found school conducted apparently the pupils them- 
selves. The school, whole, run the heads 
number committees whose members are chosen ballot 
the pupils themselves. First, there Transportation 
Committee, which sees that discipline maintained. The 
members this Committee marshal the students when they 
depart from the building from room room, and they 
report any infraction rules the Principal. The second 
committee the Housekeepers’ Committee. This com- 
posed number little girls who make their business 
see that the desks are kept order, the black-boards clean, 
that rubbish refuse left the building.

bull the horns and compel them read. How 
this accomplished, you ask? Why, the simplest 
manner possible. Let each teacher assign each his 
her pupils work read—classical, historical, myth- 
ological, fairy tale, romance, novel; poetry; epic, heroic, 
lyric, and forth infinitum—all accordance with 
their age and mental development. Age alone can not 
made the criterion. There are children who, the age 
sixteen and older, are farther advanced than others 
the age thirteen fourteen. Hence both age and 
advancement must made the guides making the se- 
lection. But above all things let discerning selection 
made, that pupil will have assigned him her 
work wholly beyond his her comprehension. mak- 
ing the choice, not only the mental status the pupils, 
but also much may their individual taste should 
consulted, not make the matter appear too 
much like task. certain time—a month, let say—is 
allowed them, during which the reading, after which 
each pupil should required write presentable com- 
position, bearing the reading done; developing, ac- 
cording their capacity, the plot, the characters, the 
leading features, etc., the work read, together with 
brief account the author. This done, another work 
appointed each pupil, and proceeded with above; this 
method should continued the end the scholastic 
year. Some the pupils will endeavor make their 
escape offering the well-worn, threadbare excuse, that 
they have library home. The public library will 
supply them with all that needful. This leads side 
issue. Most teachers have, doubt, observed that many 
their pupils obtain from the public library books, 
not dangerous their morals, least wholly useless 
them. What benefit can the young generation possibly 
derive from such books Diamond Dick, Ten Nights 
Barroom, the Sea Wolf, The Boy from the East, and 
thousands others similar character such writers 
Jack London, Henry and others that ilk, books 
which may daily seen the hands our youth? 
These men write, not for advancement, improvement, and

Declaration of Principles. 

Resolved, That we offer our heartfelt thanks to His Grace, 
Archbishop Glennon, for his cordial welcome to St. Louis, for 
the active interest has taken our work, and for the 
encouragement he has given us.* Likewise, to the local com- 
mittee for the excellent arrangement of our meeting in all its 
details; to the rector and parish of the Cathedral; to St. Louis 
University and the Ladies of the Sacred Heart for their hos- 
pitality; to the mayor and people of the city for their friendly 
reception, and to the press for their courtesy and promptness 
in reporting our proceedings. 

Resolved, That we offer our holy father, Pope Benedict V., 
our grateful homage for the inspiration given us as Catholic 
teachers in his recent letter to the Episcopate of the United 
States, and that we pledge ourselves to loyal co-operation with 
his wise directions. 

Resolved, That in accordance with the words of the holy 
father, insist upon the freedom Christian education and 
uphold the rights of parents against any tendency to import 
into this country the principles or systems which ‘‘while vaunt- 
ing unlimited liberty falsely so-called, in reality diminish, with- 
hold, and in every way hamper the liberty of religious and 
Catholic parents regards the education their 


Remedy for Illiteracy. 

Resolved, While we contemplate with regret the dismaying 
condition of illiteracy in the rural sections of our country as 
revealed in the report of the Army Conscription Board, we 
nevertheless deplore the exploitation of these disquieting sta- 
tistics either to the dishonor of American youth and soldiery 
in their hour of triumph, or to a studied encroachment on the 
rights of parents, who in their privately supported schools, have 
provided the highest cultural advantages for their children and 
thus prepared them for the duties of enlightened citizenship. 
We are convinced that the remedy for illiteracy is to be sought 
not only in purely educational provisions, but as well in an 
amelioration industrial conditions, and particularly the 
total abolition of child labor. 

Resolved, That the association has noted with just pride the 
prompt and generous response given Catholic universities. 
colleges and secondary schools to the country’s call for serv- 
ice during the war; a call that involved, for so many of our 
young men, the sacrifice of life or bodily integrity, or health 
upon the battle fields; and it congratulates those institutions 
upon the signal testimony they have thus rendered to the 
patriotic value of Catholic education. 

Resolved, Inasmuch as the world war was brought on by 
disregard and invasion of the moral rights of nations, and in 
as much as the peace of nations is now threatened by a foe 
from within, whose pernicious activities spring from a disre- 
gard of the distinction between moral right and wrong, the 
Catholic Educational Association again invites attention to the 
imperative need of sound moral and religious instruction in the 
school. The inculcation of virtue in the child, which, to be fully 
effective, must the work the school, well the 
home and the church, is the best safeguard against the spread 
< Soo and movements that threaten to destroy the social 
order. 

Resolved, That we regard as pernicious the movement which 
aims to de-Americanize the youth of the land by misrepresent- 
ing the founders of the republic and the nature of the American 
revolution; thus endeavoring to use our educational agencies 
against the country which supports and protects them. 

Resolved, That we welcome our colored Catholics to the asso- 
ciation and rejoice that a special section has been established 
as a means of furthering their endeavors in the field of Chris- 
tian education, and especially as a means of securing for them 
the opportunities higher and professional training under 
Catholic auspices.

previously stated the im- 
portant parts the recitation 
are these four, testing, teaching, 
training and assigning, but the 
teaching. well, therefore, 
make somewhat detailed 
study the teaching part, 
investigate, analyze and pos- 
sible master it. 

the teaching part there are 
five distinct phases formal 
steps worked out Herbart

teachers. The most entirely desirable gift with which 
master can dismiss his pupil the graduation day 
not any means brain filled with dates, memory 
stacked with isolated bits book-learning; but thirst 
for knowledge eager, trained and receptive mind. 
Plato expresses the beautiful thought that education 
comprehend not only the whole this life, but 
the preparation for another life, which shall enter 
even little children, there begin our education afresh.

The following data taken from the N. E. A. bulletin, will 
prove of interest to the religious: ; 

At the present time, more than one-half of the public school 
teachers of the United States are immature; they are short 
lived in the work of teaching; their general education is inade- 
quate; their professional equipment is deplorably meagre. 

Out of approximately 600,000 public school teachers in the 
United States, it has been estimated by competent authorities 
that: 

As to age—100,000 are seventeen, eighteen and nineteen year 
old; 

150,000 are not more than twenty-one years old; 

300,000 are not more than twenty-five years old. 

As to length of service—150,000 serve in the schools only two 
years or less; 

300,000 serve in the schools not more than four or five years. 

As to education—30,000 have had no education beyond the 
eighth grade of the elementary school; 

100,000 have had less than two years’ education beyond the 
eighth grade; 

200,000 have had less than four years’ education beyond the 
eighth grade; 

300,000 have had no more than four years’ education beyond 
the eighth grade. 

As to professional preparation—300,000 have had no special 
professional preparation for the work teaching. 


One-Half of All School Children Under Immature and Untrained 
Teachers. 


In the aggregate the boys and girls now having their schooling 
at the hands of immature and untrained teachers will consti- 
tute at least fifty per cent of the next generation of American 
voters. 

Of the twenty million boys and girls in our public schools 
today, it may be conservatively estimated that— 

1,000,000 are being taught by teachers whose education has 
been limited to seven or eight years in the elementary schools.

incapable acquiring cultivated taste, either because 
mental incapacity unwillingness submit guid- 
ance, for you can lead horse the water, but you can 
not make him drink. 

Not much can accomplshed with these. sure, 
they should encouraged and assisted, the former with 
kindness, considerate advice and much extra help 
the teacher may able and willing give; the latter 
with stern treatment, preferably the hands the par- 
ents. Beyond this, they must left God and them- 
selves carve out their future destiny, both here and 
hereafter, their own fashion. 

Reading must serve purpose. entered upon 
mere pastime, very little more than loss time. 
Many occupations may made answer the purpose 
far better than indifferent reading does. Games, athletic 
exercises, boating, swimming, walking, etc., etc., answer 
this purpose greater advantage. They afford more 
less physical exercise, develop the outer man, are condu- 
cive the maintenance the health the body, and 
thus offer advantages preferable reading pastime. 
The ends kept view pursuing course read- 
ing are manifold. manifest that, does not en- 
hance the reader’s stock knowledge, enlighten his mind, 
develop his taste, broaden his view, cause him rise 
above the common level intellects, may well set 
down worse than useless. does not entail anything 
more serious than the loss time, that itself much 
regretted. But reading embitter and poison the 
mind religious, national, and international questions; 
leads the reader into the slough immortality, then, 
indeed, becomes criminal. 

the teacher’s duty guide the pupils slowly and 
adroitly, but surely, see the necessity profitable 
reading. bound conscience lead them grad- 
ually thorough understanding this matter and 
induce them submit guidance their selection. 
Wiseacres are met with not infrequently, who their 
imaginary wisdom quote Pliny vague fashion 
corroboroating the opinion, that all books are good for 
all people. This mistake arising from misinterpreta- 
tion. The author’s character sufficient guarantee, that 
was very far from desiring convey such mislead- 
ing and perilous idea. Epistolae III, says: 
“Nullus est libere tam malus, non aliqua parte presit,” 
e., book bad, but that some way good may 
drawn from it. This strictly true, but requires 
thoroughly matured, well balanced, and fairly learned 
mind draw the distinctions and inferences that must 
drawn safeguard the reader. The great majority the 
people all nations are way fitted undertake 
this task, and should therefore submit guidance. 
who accuses Pliny the Younger, for whom 
refer, have made such monstrous assertion, knows 
not whereof speaks. inconceivable, that man 
such exquisite refinement, consummate scholarship, choice 
literary attainments, and unimpeachable honor, Pliny 
the Younger, unquestionably was, could make asser- 
tion, which dilettant can readily recognize false. Nor 
did he. The latin text preceding and following the quota- 
tion given sufficiently clear. 

has been stated, becomes the duty every teacher 
constitute himself herself, not merely choice, 
but rather duty and obligation, the lodestar his 
her pupils this important matter. The love for in- 
structive and exhaustive reading should thoroughly 
implanted the heart and mind the youth attending 
the schools the country, that inducement, matter 
how enticing, could prevail upon them depart from 
their daily hour reading. This manner reading will 
also instrumental assisting them acquire the dic- 
tonary habit essential thorough understanding 
the matter read.

ideas may put into efficient activity, organized and 
made ready effectively the work hand. 

course there certain mental preparation resulting 
from proper lesson assignment and study, but itself 
this inadequate. There must first that immediate 
preparation placing the mind into receptive mood con- 
ducive proper reception and thorough, economic as- 
similation the lesson facts. 

wise and effective this immediate preparation 
must be: (1) timely, (2) pertinent, (3) brief. Each these 
characteristics may now well consider more detail. 

Inasmuch this preparation must immediate, per- 
haps the most appropriate time for the assignment 
which the teacher should give such instruction will 
aid the child’s mind properly receive the new matter 
while studying it. Indeed only reasonable sup- 
pose that the mind made receptive and properly 
adjusted the new situation when first confronts it, 
will more able handle the new situation effectively 
and economically. Here, elsewhere, “well begun 
half done.” Besides, the self-directed activity the 
child’s mind this stage the process, urged 
keen desire know, enlarges and completes the lesson 
assignment. 

That the preparation should pertinent deduced 
from the cogent fact that all truth related. The eternal 
dovetailedness things everywhere evident.

Con- 
sequently most recitations should begin with review

While occasional review the whole subject mattér 
expedient, that part vitally connected with the 
matter hand absolutely necessary.

The mind grasps the unknown with and through the 
known which are only related parts continuations 
the great world truth awaiting the mind’s discovery 
and assimilation. acquire what has not must 
use what has its working capital. 

Nor this knowing similar things all that neces- 
sary. The older subconscious knowledge must awak- 
ened into consciousness order that through the new 
may grasped and comprehended. The new fact, like 
the new friend, must introduced the old one. Simi- 
larly does pertinent preparation bring forth old truths 
with which the mind grasps, digests and assimilates the 
new ones. Aroused from their subconscious state into 
conscious one old yet related truths rise eagerly re- 
ceive the new ever afterward intimately connected 
with them. 

illustratte, suppose the arithmetic class solve 
problems finding the hypotemuse side 
right triangle.

Methods conducting classes have been radically 
changed the past half century. the text-books now 
used our parochial schools exemplify the modern 
method with the one single exception the catechism.

the ancient doctrines has been unfortunately regarded 
attaching also the antiquated processes teaching 
them.” There are inspectors Catholic schools who 
not hesitate say that the text-book religious in- 
struction formal question and answer nothing more 
less than relic bad pedagogy. 

the other hand must remember that religious 
instruction and training are primarily the duty parents. 
Christian doctrine text-books must have view the 
capacity those who are make use them. 
altogether likely often lose sight this. Children 
attending Catholic schools will learn their religion more 
less thoroughly matter what the character 
the text-book; they have trained teachers carry the 
work. Not that large element our population sit- 
uated beyond the reach parochial schools, perhaps be- 
yond the reach Sunday school. Now, good teaching 
largely matter good questioning; the professional 
teacher excels this; the average parent cannot ex- 
pected possess such qualifications; with him her 
practically necessary that the text-book supply the 
questions. 

any case, the Catechism its original form still 
with and likely remain; and the methods its 
structure suggests may continue confine our atten- 
tion.

The body must made 
subordinate the mind. Useless mental strain and 
disposition toward morbidity will much negative 
the most careful physical culture. Baseball, football and 
other college athletics are, indulged moderately, good 
forms physical exercise. The greatest difficulty, how- 
ever, that everything else made subordinate them, 
and that they entail strains that are too severe. Another 
objection the fact that only small percentage the 
student body take part such exercise. 

walk two miles before breakfast, run night 
and plenty fresh air the sleeping room will more 
give consistent physical health than will the very ex- 
hausting games that place nerves and muscles under the 
severest strain and often result physical breakdowns.

THE OLD ENGLISH CHANTRIES. 


Ww ould you kindly give us some information on the ‘Chantry 
its aspects in England? Are

was the common belief until quite tecently that the 
grammer schools England—that is, the main part the 
machinery English middle class education,—were the 
offspring the Reformation, and owed their origin the 
reign Edward VI. This legend now exploded. 
Leach begins his masterly work, “English Schools the 
Reformation,” with the sentence: “Never was great 
reputation more easily gained and less deserved than that 
that the few educational foundations made the govern- 
ment during the reign Henry VIII and Edward were 
but refoundations forming small salvage from the wreck 
educational endowments confiscated with the monastries 
and chantries. fact, England was singularly well pro- 
vided with schools previous Henry VIII. Perhaps the 


most numerous all were chantry schools. The great 
majority these were termed grammar schools. They 
usually taught reading, writing and Latin. Many reached 
good standard, and included rhetoric and dialect their 
curriculum. There were also some schools more 
mentary character. most the grammar schools 
taught gratiuously, very liberal provision education 
was open even the poorer classes. Indeed, education 
whole, was more democratic basis, and good second- 
ary instruction more widely diffused England 
lic times than the first half the Nineteenth Century. 

The Catholic Encyclopedia says the chantry owed exist- 
ence endowment one more priests say Mass 
for the soul the endower for the souls persons 
named him, and great number instances per- 
form certain other offices, such those choir member 
lying districts, chaplain hospitals and jails, 
schoolmaster librarian, “or essentially, though not 
solely, liturgical institution, requiring sine qua non 
its existence place where the incumbent might say 
Mass.” Frequently detached building was erected for the 
purpose. Traces the system existed England far 
back the Conquest, but after the middle the Four- 
teenth Century chantries became numerous. the time 
their suppression there were 2,374. 

The work suppressing and despoiling the chantries, 
begun Henry VIII., was taken and completed 
his successor, Edward VI, 1547. They yielded the 
harpies that swarmed about his court 180,000 pounds. 

“Among the many evils attended upon the suppression 
the chantry the most grievous, perhaps, was the effect upon 
education; for the chantries were the grammar schools 
the period—the incumbent teaching gratis the poor who 
asked humbly for the love God.” 

1562, nine years after Edward was dead, find Wil- 
liams, the Speaker the House Commons, ad- 
dress the Queen, referring the want schools—that 
“at least hundred were wanting England which before 
that time had been”—an allusion which may safely as- 
sume had reference the chantry schools. 

Leach, who does not hesitate call Edward “the 
Spoiler” instead “the Father” schools, says that be- 
tween 1547 and 1645 grammar schools were founded 
England which had not already existed chantries. 

The principal book throwing light the subject 
English chantry schools which appeared recent years 
was published London Schools the 
Reformation,” Arthur Francis Leach, high authority 
English educational history, for many years connected 
with the English Board Education. Mr. Leach was the 
author the notable article entitled “Edward VI., Spoiler 
Schools,” which appeared the issue the Contem- 
porrary Review for September, 1892. There are articles 
the same subject the Nineteenth Century for March, 
1898, and the (Washington) Catholic University Bulletin 
for January, 1903. See also the Catholic Encyclopedia, 
which discusses the subject under the head “Chantry” 
and also under the head “Schools,” and which has been 
freely drawn upon for the information presented herewith.
